Washington. Sept 19. — With 
Caleb Powers running for congress 
In the Eleventh congressional dis- 
trict or Kentucky and the formation 
ot that diatrict made an issue be- 
fore the supreme > ourt of the United 
States to determine a state's power 
to "gerrymander" its territory, that 
mountainous region is to be a politi- 
cal renter this fall. 

Tho political complexion of the 
two or more Kentucky congressmen 
is said to depend upon the outcome 
of the rase. 

Tho Kentucky Republicans claim 
by various acts, the Democratic leg- 
islature of that state has added Re- 
publican counties to the Republican 
stronghold, the Eleventh district 
thus making the adjoining Third 
and Eighth Democratic. In 190H 
the Republicans elected Iheir candi- 
date lor congress in the Eleventh 
by 21.000 majority, while the Demo- 
crats carried the Third by 47 6 aad 
the Eighth by 1.676. 

When the case was brought be 
rore the courts or Kentucky the 
Judgea held that the state courts 
were not clothed with any power to 
question tho discretion exercised by 
the legislature in districting the 
state for congressional purposes. 

The case was brought to the su 
prome court on the claim that the 
Kentucky atatutea were invalid be- 
cause in lonfllct with congressional 
enactments provldiug that tbc dls- 
trlcta should be coin posed of ' con- 
tinuoua and compart'' territory. 
Such enactments have been passed 
by the last 30 years.

ooration tax. the extension of fed- 
eral regulation of railroad*, leasing 
of public fuel lands and water power 
sites, systematic Improvement of 
water ways, the postal savings bank 
and the revision of the tariff by a 
commission, has aligned hlm«elf on 
the progressive aide. Theodore 
Roosevelt ha* demonstrated thai 
those reactionary leaders whom he 
defeated at the last national conven- 
tion, will stay licked. But while the 
president is progre«slve. he is also 
conservative, disinclined to follow 
unstable tealots of reform, and con- 
siderate of property rights. He will 
not disturb the confidence of the 
bMl M M and itiduetrtal world 

His attitude of conservative pro- 
grerslveness. aa long as Roosevelt, 
idol of the Insurgent element re- 
main* friendly, will make it difficult 
for the opposition to small him suc- 
cessful ly from any quarter A presi- 
dential campaign la always more 
sober than the disconnected skirm- 
ishing, which marks this year. Seri- 
ous weighing of the consequences 
will take the place of unrestrained 
expression of fee'ing. The "silent 
vote" la not noticeably present this 
year. 

There are two extremes between 
which the minority national party 
has vacilllated the last several na 
t onal campaigns. There are huge 
interests, whose operations are affect- 
ed by federal incorporation, federal 
regulation and lmi>o*ed publicity 
They would be willing to handsome- 
ly Una iice any national campaign, the 
success of which would assure them 
a voice in reversing the policy and 
tendencies of the present administra- 
tion. State rights would make a One 
party cry, behind which to hide their 
purposes, while they decried against 
tbe usurpation of authority by the 
United Staten government. 

ftie other extreme offers the radi- 
cal theories', which threaten the se- 
curity of property rights in this 
country. These radicals have been 
pleased with the general tone of 
Roosevelt's speeches; but they will 
be disappointed witb the limitation 
he put* upon the elevation of man 
above property; and tbe president"* 
warning indicates that he haa no 
-ympathy with destructionlst theo- 
ries. These men. taking advantage 
of the reform movement, and resent 
Ing the conservatism of the president 
and the coldness) of Roosevelt, might 
well sway tbe opposition Into the 
madneaa. which disrupted It in 1896. 

Either position assumed by the op- 
position Is bound to drive to the sup- 
port of the administration the most 
d conservative element 
of the country. Whether tbe oppo- 
sition takes the form of reactionary 
proposals or the contrasting extreme 
of rndical antagonism to the security 
of fundamental principle* underlying 
property rights. It will alienate tbe 
other element. There seems to be no 
common ground on which these two 
extremes can meet to encompax* tbe 
defeat of the administration. Before 
the fight the chorus of opposition 
makes a big sound, whose very dis- 
cords add to the menace of It: but 
no opposition will ever swing |>er- 
manently Into power c,n the faults of 
the administration. It murt win on 
its own merits, offering not merely 
denunciation of existing policies, but 
a substitute for them Here difficulty 
appears, for when the time comes to 
present the substitute the discordant 
opposition will fall out about ways 
and means.
